David  had  had  a great  success  and  honor 
under  God.  He  had  done  well  in  establish- 
ing the  kingd  tm  and  he  was  to  have  his 
own  special  reward  for  his  faithfulness.

But  David  was  not  the  man  for  building 
the  t«?mple.

He 
was  not  a suitable  ppraon  for  so  holy  a ser- 
vice which  required  a cleaner  record  and 
finer  character.  Tt  was  more  fitting  that 
a new  untarnished  king  should  perform  this 
service.  Thns  we  see  that  although  Da- 
vid’a  fighting  qualities  served  Gcd’s  cause, 
the  scripture  put  them  in  a second  clnss 
which  could  not  have  the  highest  honor  from 
God.

A New  Tabernacle  Not  Needed. 

God  nimself  had  not  called  for  a new 
house  of  worship.

Tt  was  necessary  that  David  should  real- 
ize God’s  spirituality  and  that  no  temple 
could  he  adequate  to  represent  His  glory. 

A splendid  honse  of  worship  mav  give  an 
erroneous  impression,  that  it  ia  the  actual 
scat  of  God’s  presence.  The  Jews  in  the 
time  of  Christ  thought  that  God’s  presence 
was  limited  to  their  splendid  temple.  To  the 
Protestant  mind  St.  Peter’s  Chnrch  in  Rome, 
however  splendid  ns  a human  production 
seems  a tawfdv  and  gilded  piece  of  archi- 
tecture and  atr  for  a residence  of  the  divine 
glory.  A splendid  house  of  worship  may 
be  made  the  idol  of  human  reverence  and  re- 
gard. rather  than  the  place  wh°re  God  is 
worshipped  in  spirit  and  truth.

Dear  Record : 

Just  a word  about  our  meeting  at  Purvis. 
As  I wrota  you.  Brother  J.  P.  Williams,  of 
Silver  Creek  eame  to  our  existence  and 
for  about  ten  days  preached  the  Word  far 
us  in  power  and  demonstration  of  the  Spirit 
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From  the  Bchool  of  the  Prophets. 

It  was  Burke  who  said:  "Education  is 
the  cheap  defense  of  nations.” 

Doubly  true  it  is  that  an  educated  minis- 
try is  the  bulwark  of  thu  commonwealth, 
where  a high  popular  standard  of  uiurns 
is  so  necessary.  Here  I use  the  word  ed- 
ucation in  a broad  sense. 

Mississippi  has  20  enrolled  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  this  writ- 
ing. This  makes  her  the  fourtn  State  in 
point  of  numbers;  Kentucky,  North  Caro- 
lina and  Georgia  lead  in  the  order  named, 
but  the  last  two  are  barely  abreast  of  Mis 
siasippL  When  we  consider  that  the  first 
State  is  the  home  of  the  Seminary,  and  that 
Mississippi  is  close  behind  the  other  two, 
we  are  justified  in  being  proud  of  our  record. 

But  many  others  are  thinking  of  coming. 
They  ought  to  come  now.  The  new  plan 
of  having  four  examinations  makes  it  pos- 
sible for  one  to  enter  practically  any  time. 
Let  us  put  Mississippi  second  in  the  list  of 
the  States  having  the  largest  enrollment. 

Ours  is  a cosmopolitan  Seminary.  A Bul- 
garian sits  near  me  in  the  dining  hall,  and 
not  for  away  1 can  see  a swede.  There  are 
men  here  from  Canada,  England.  Australia, 
Russia,  Brazil,  China  and  from  many  parts 
of  this  country. 

Mississippi  has  three  candidates  for  th) 
degree  of  Th.M.,  the  full  course  of  thr-.o 
years.  This  is  a large  number  for  one  State. 
They  are  brethren  J.  B.  Leavell,  N.  R. 
Stone,  and  T.  W . Green.  The  two  former 
gave  up  good  pastorates  to  come  back 
and  complete  their  work.  Their  example 
is  worthy  of  widespread  imitation.  Your 
scribe  has  been  at  the  Seminary  one  year 
and  a half,  and  hopes  to  finish  the  full 
course  of  three  years  the  middle  of  next 
session. 

Prof.  L.  P.  Leavell  is  now  a resident  of 
Louisville.  We  are  glad  this  useful  son  of 
old  Mississippi  is  here  with  us.  Last  win- 
ter in  our  lecture  course  he  gave  a series 
of  brilliant  lectures  that  wese  of  gfeat  ben- 
efit to  all. 

Finally  a word  of  exhortation:  I wonder 
if  you,  my  brothers  who  have  been  think- 
ing* in  a vague,  uncertain  way  of  coming 
here  some  day — I wonder  if  you  will  not 
just  come  right  on  now ! If  you  do,  we 
will  meet  you  with  a good  Mississippi  wel- 
come. More  anon.
